march’d:before, on the 22d of October, with a Body 
of 80co Men. The 234 his wajefty and Prince 
Alexander wfollow’d with the reft of the 
» Army. The 26th thole two Bodies rejoyn'd near 
Sctatt. within 2 Leagwe$ of Kaiith. The che 
Army halted there; and Advice was broughy that the 
Enemy, bad pofted themifelves advantagioudy on the 
fide of the Profna beyond Kalith, with Defign ro 
ftand us, whereupon bis Majefty went to'take a near 
View of them, and caus’d the Calmuck Tartars 
and Coffacks to advance under the very Cannon of 
Kalifh, and there were feveral Skirmithes between 
them and the Enemy. The 28ch the whole Army 
advanc’d with a League of the Enemy ; and being 
oblig’d to pafs feveral Defilez and a Bridge to come 
at them, King Auguftus {pent the reft of the Day in 
making the neceffary Difpofitions for attacking them 
the ncxt Day with the urmoft Vigour. The 29th 
his Majefty march’d dire@tly to them in Order of 
Battle 3 and finding their Army pofted in the like 
‘Order behind a rifing Ground, he caus’d the Signal 
for the. Atrack to be gives about 3 a Clock in the 
Afiernoon, by 3 Cannon+fhos. The Bsemy anfwei'd 
by 2 Cannon thot, and ‘came down into the Plain 
with their whole Army.

The Saxon Horfe took 19 Standards and 
Colours from the Swedes, and 44 Standards from 
the Pols of their Party, with 4 pair of Kerile- 
Drams, The reft were taken by the Poles and 
Mulcovites. In a Word, this Victory is fo com- 
plear, that ’tis believ’d not above 2000 of the Enemy 
efcap’d. Ic may be truely faid, thar all the Troops, 
oles, Saxons, and Mufcovites, gave great Proofs 
of Valour and Increpidity in this Action ; and tha 
all their Generals fignaliz’d themfelves eminently, 
vying with each other. The Lofs-on~ our fide is 
but little, only one Officer of Note being kill’d 
namely Collonel Gecfdorf.
